John Adams of our sketch died he left 
to his hi'irs properly i uhied nt about

1, n very comfortable fortune 
for 


those times. 


It vi.is the custom In those days for 


the fntlu-r to Rive to tho eldest son all 
Ihe advantages of 
education thru his 


means would allow. ThiiN John Adams, 


being the eldest son, was given a thor- 
ough college education, graduating from 
Han nrd College In 1753, ranking the 
fumtrcnth ia o class of 21, lint while 
he bore the reputation tit'Ing n studious 
scholar, he was riot compared with many 
Iras worthj 
wchool-fellowB, for In that 


dny one did not rank accordinK to one's 
scholarship, but took precedence accord- 
ing to the standing of one's family, and 
the Adams family did not then enjoy a 
high st»cla] position. 


During Ills entire boyhood and youth 


John Adams wns a hard and conscien- 
tious worker. 
He grew- up In a tnobt 


wholesome and \Igorous environment, so 
i haraeterlstlc of the early colonial days 
\VhIle >et very young he framed n phil- 
o^upliy all tils own, keeping to hie stand- 
ards In spite of oppobltion. a trnlt In his 
chaiacter \\ hich many called stubborn, 
but which was rather ihe following out 
of his honest convictions. 


Although he possessed many fine traits, 


he also had his weak 
side, and 
none 


Knew this better than did John Adams. 
In his diary he says: "Vanity, I am sen- 
sible, Is my cardinal vice nud cardinal 
folly." 
And lu many ways he deplored 


the fact that he was endowed with too 
much conceit. As a boy he was never n 
pleasure-Icier tn the physical sense. He 
was studious, industrious, serious and 
rather Inclined to distrust others. This 
last characteristic made him appear un- 
sociable and cauSod nlua to make few 
friends. Uut, aside from his few short- 
comings, John Adams was a most ad- 
mirable boy, possessing a noble nature 
and {in Indomitable will, which carried 
him lo Miucess in Inter life.
